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What is the farewell message of President 


Hayes to the Forty-sixth Congress is printed 
elsewhere, and, though a dignified and well- 


written document, contains few matters of 
special interest, except his review of and 
recommendations concerning finances and 
the currency. He renews the recominenda- 
tion in his last year’s message to redeem and 
cancel the greenbacks. He would treat them, 
he says, the same as bonds,—pay them off 
and burn them, and thereby contract the 1egal- 
tender money of the Nation one-half for the 
benefit of the creditor class in case of panic 
in trade. On this subject the President is 
Bourbon, who learns nothing, and pays no 
attention to the experience of other countries. 
He does not seem to be aware of the fact that 
all other nations have legal-tender paper 
money because it is necessary to the public 
welfare. He has evidently not reflected on 
the consequences that would follow the adop- 
tion of his recommendation to abolish the 
greenbacks and reduce the country to a legal- 
tender exclusively of gold. 

The President indulges in his annual dec- 
lamation against the standard silver dollar. 
He wants it made bigger; he wants its bull- 
ion value to equal legal-tender gold, but he 
fails to explain how he would make it circu- 
late if silver bullion should advance three or 
four cents per oufice, as its bullion value 
then would exceed the money value ofa 
gold dollar. Would he then reduce the 
weight and recoin it? How often ina year 
would he change the weight of the silver dol- 
lar and recoin it? This is a branch of the 
subject the President avoids discussing; per- 
haps he never thought of it. 

The message as usual opens with an agri- 
cultural introductory congratulation upon 
the abundant harvests, the continued good 
health of the country, our peaceful rela tions 
with the nations and the rest of mankind, 
the indications of a decadence of sectionalism, 
~—which are somewhat vague if not imagi- 
nary,—and the necessity for the largest spread 
of universal education as the surest support 
and protection of the right of universal suf- 
frage. He then passes (1) to “the urgent 
necessity of a reformation of the Civil-Service 
system of the Government.” Upon this 
point his views are but reflections of the ar- 
guments which have been made over and 
over again in favor of the system, and 
of the ‘reasons whieh have been 80 
frequently urged for the adoption of fixed 
rules, establishing some uniform method for 
the regulation of appointments, promotions, 
and removais. He commends the competi- 
tive examination system in ecustom-houses 
and post-offices, and to make them more 
effective recommends an appropriation of 
$25,000 per annum to meet the expenses of a 
commission “whose duty it shall be to de- 
vise a just, uniform, and efficient system of 
competitive examinations and to supervise 
the application of the same throughout the 
entire Civil Service of the Government.” 
Under the same head he very sensibly recom- 
mends some legislation by which public offi- 
cers may be left free to express their political 
opinions and at the same time prevent 
official authority from coercing the political 
action of subordinates or from levying 
political blackmail upon their salarles. He 
also aims a well-directed blow at the spoils 
system, by recommending “a complete di- 
vorce between Congress and the Executive 
in the matter of appointments.”

There are no other matters ef general inter- 

est in our foreign relations, except the Pres- 

ident’s declaration that favorable progress is 

being made as to the proper effect and inter- 

pretation of our treaties of naturalization 

with Germany. 

4. In relation to the development of our 
foreign commercial exchanges and the build- 
ing up of our carrying trade, the President’s 
recommendations are antagonistic to the real 
interests of the country. His main sugges- 
tion is the provision of regular steam-postal 
communication by subsidies from Govern- 
ment. In other words, he would have the 
Government pay these steamship companies 
a dollar for carrying a three-cent letter, un- 
der the guise of helping postal communica- 
tion, which is only an oblique, underhanded 
way of recommending a taxation of the peo- 
ple to help steamship enterprises. The tariff 
on shipbuilding materials is so high that we 
can’t build iron ships. And now, when our 
foreign carrying trade is almost tar- 
iffed to death, instead of lowering 
the tariff on shipbuilding materials 
to apoint where Americans can build and 
run ships, the President's recommendation is 
to subsidize, to continue the high tariff, to 
levy a tax on the people, and to turn the pro- 
ceeds over to steamship companies to reim- 
burse them for their losses, under the guise 
of carrying mails. Such a recommendation 
as this would come better from a President 
hailing from the vicinity of Roach’s ship- 
yards, or of Muscongus, Damariscotta, or 
Passamaquoddy Bays, or any other of the 
unpronounceable inlets of the New England 
coast, than from one hailing from the wheat 
and corn fields of Ohio. If we would make 
shipbuilding as free here as itisin England 
our shipyards would ring with the cheery 
sounds of labor, and we would buy and sell 
in foreign ships as we do in other articles. 
It is one of the absurd, not to say arbitrary 
and unjust, anomalies of our legislation that, 
having placed the tariff so high that Amer 
icans cannot build iron ships where they can 
compete, they are then debarred from buy- 
ing foreign ships. The additional suggestion, 
that ships of the proper construction and 
equipment would be of value in time of war, 
passes for nothing, since such ships would 
be just as valuable without a subsidy as with 
one. 

The remaining parts of the message are de- 
voted to a condensed review and statement 
of the details of the reports from the Treas- 
ury, War, Navy, Postal, and Interior De- 
partments, Which have been substantially set 
forth in our dispatches and commented upon 
in these columns. Only one point needs at- 
tention. With referetice to education, the 
President says: The recommendation here- 
tofore made is repeated and urged, that an 
educational fund be set apart from the net 
proceeds of the public lands annually, the in- 
come of which, and the remainder of the net 
annual proceeds, to be distributed on some 
satisfactory plan to the States and Terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia.” ‘This 
recommendation is already before Congress 
in the shape of a bill reported at the last ses- 
sion, and its inadequacy for the purpose in- 
tended has already been pointed out ih Tun 
TRIBUNE, in an article printed in our last is- 
sue. In that article, however, we assumed 
the revénue from the sale of public 
lands to be $2,000,000, whereas a reference to 
the financial parts of the message shows that 
it reaches only $1,016,506, which still further 
emphasizes the absurdity of the proposition 
to educate 8,000,000 children at a shilling per 
capita. The real revenue to be applied 
should be that from the sale of intoxicating

SECRETARY SHERMAN ON SILVER. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of the United States is perhaps the most 
satisfactory official document of the kind 
issued by any Government of the world for a 
score of years. It is the financial record of

The statement of the financial receipts and 
expenditures of the past and current year, as 
well as the estimates for the year to follow, 
have all been heretofore published. In view 
of the prospective surpins revenue for 1881 
and 1882 averaging $50,000,000 a year, the 
Secretary of the Treasury advises the repeal 
of all the taxes imposed by the Internal- 
Revenue law, except those on bank circuld- 
tion and on spirits, tobacco, and fermented 
liquors. 

The Secretary asks to be invested with au- 
thority, for the purpose of funding the 8687, 
000,000 of public debt falling due in May 
next, to issue Treasury notes running from 
one to ten years, or bonds of like term with 
the 4 per cent bonds, but bearing 3:65 per 
cent interest,—the Treasury notes to bear 
not exceeding 4 per cent; either or both 
forms of security to be issued as may be

In this counky we give 
16 ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold in our 
coin. In Europe they only give B ounces 
of silver to 1 ounce of gold. Our @iver coin 
is therefore 3 per cent heavier than is the 
silver coin of Europe. But no Govemmentof 
Europe proposes or has proposed te enlarge 
the weight of its silver coin; the weight 
of that kind of coin remains unchanged, and 
this notwithstanding the fact tha France 
alone has more legal-tender silve? in pro- 
portion to our silver coin than wold equal 
our colnage it it were six times 8 great. 
Even England has $100,000,000 of light silver 
coin, legal-tender to the sum of 810, 
which is nearly as much as all the 
silver coin of all Kinds in this countty. Ger- 
many has still twice to three times 4s much 
legal-tender silver of light weight as we 
have of greater weight in this country, but 
no nation has yet proposed to put mare metal 
into its coin to equalize its bullion value with 
gold; and no Finance Minister in Eutope has 
yet proposed to adopt a system of coin the 
weights of which are to be changed every 
thirty or ninety, days, according to the fluctu- 
ations in the value of bullion. 

The general supply of silverin the world 
is not increasing; even in this country the 
stock available for coinage has not material- 
ly increased of late. Has theSecretary ofthe 
Treasury estimated the consequences of 
adopting his plan of changing the 
weight of metal the silver 
coins to meet every change in 
the bullion price of silver in London? Sup- 
pose, after he has’ recéined all the silver 
dollars at a cost f several millions of dol- 
ines, and put 10 of cent wort. more wr 
silver into éexh dollar, the price of silver 
should advance eves three cents an ounce. 
Then the dollar“ would be like the dollar 
wis in 1868,—too heavy. It would be worth 
several per cent more than the gold dollar, 
and, bemg worth more, would be withdrawn 
from circulation or carted out of the coun- 
try and sold abrdad as bullion. To 
increase the silver dollar in weight, 
as Mr. Sherman proposes, would be to give 
1744 ounces Americah silver for the equiva- 
lent of 1544 ounces of silver in any country 
in Europe. Our silver dollars being thus 
overweightea would be shipped as mer- 
chandise out of the country; reducing our 
metallic money to the one great end sought 
by all these schemes -an exclusive gold cur- 
rency. The Secretary has abandoned his 
destructive scheme fo demonetize and abolish 
gréeenbacks. The almost universal 
hostility to that proposition scared him out 
of it. Let us hope that criticism of others 
and reflection of his own will lead him be- 
fore long to perceive the stupid folly of in- 
creasing the weightof the American dollar 
until other nations do the same.

THE OPENING OF OUNGRESS. 

It is difficult to sty just how much impor- 
tance the general public attaches to the 
opening of Congress: The event assumes 
entirely different proportions as viewed from 
Washington and from, Chicago. In the 
former city there B a 1 interest in the 
occurrence which does not extend to the 
busy world of a metropolis. It cannot be 
doubted, however, that those who have 
pictured to themselves a certain magnitude 
and impressiveness about the assemblage of 
the National Legislature would be sorely 
disappointed if brought in actual contact 
with the spectacle, If there be one thing 
more than all others to which distance lends 
enchantment to thd view, it is the quality of 
greatness. As no mati is a hero to his yalet, 
so the colossal character of the statesman is 
dwarfed by narrowness of vision. Nothing 
transpired yesterday at Washington which 
was calculated to warm up the patriotic 
blood of the most enthusiastic American 
citizen, nor even to contribute materially to 
the store of political information. Every 
new session of Congress begins in a sort of 
chaotic state. Nobody knows exactly what 
is to be done first, ind if it wers not for the 
saving grace of mere goutine, which calls 
rolls and presents athessage, Congress would 
be in a hopéless sort of bewilderment when 
it meets after a vacation. 

Take tlie proceedings ih the House yester- 
day. A quorum was ascertained by a 
tedious process. A sort of formal informa- 
tion was filed that the Senate had convened. 
Then a roll of States was called for the in- 
troduction of bills, which restited in a num- 
ber of propositionsin which, whatever their 
merit. nobody in the House, except the men 
who offered them, seemed to take thé siight- 
est Interest. An apt instance of this indiffer- 
ence may be found in ‘fact that one 
resolution reflected séverely apOn a misuse 
of the frankirg privilage by a certain mem- 
Ber during the late dimpaign, but the member 
in question satin pis seat unconcernedly read- 
ing and sctibbling. The person aimed at was 
actually sznorant of the aspersion upon his 
omeia} probity, and will probably not be 
wur of the fact until he reads the newspa- 
pers or scans the Record this morning. 
Then came a recess for half an hour, and 
this was followed by the reading of the mes- 
sage. This diversion served to clear the gal- 
leries, which had previously been filled. 
The members chatted and strolled about. 
The abundant recommendations as they were 
read in 4 monotonous tone fell upon vacant 
ears. They excited neither Approval nor dis- 
sent. There was no sign of concern any- 
where, The completion of the message made

introduced in the niek of time, and the extent 
of feeling in the House was illustrated by a 
seramble.on the floor and in the galleries to 
vacate the hall, in the knowledge that ad- 
journment always follows the announcement 
of death. 

The Senate was dyler than the House only 
because there are fewer members and more 
age. The listening fo the message by court- 
esy was the business of the day. This isa 
sort of traditional fiction. Not more than 
twenty Senators were in their seats, and of 
these nobody could be discovered who was 
absorbed in the message, though two or 
three were listlesly moving over the leaves of 
the printed pamphlet containing the docu- 
ment which had been placed upon their 

esks. The weighty matters of Govern- 

ent which were discussed from an Execu- 
tive, point of view failed to arouse any 
response commensurate with their impor- 
tance, and there was no portend anywhere 
of the sacred trust of the liberties and wel- 
fare of 50,000,000 of people which is pre- 
sumably,reposed in the Capitol. After the 
perfunctory reception of the message the 


„Senate appeared to have just about life 


enough to disperse for the day. 

There were some points about the opening 
of Congress which might have impressed 
the observing spectator. One of the most 
obvious was the selfish character of the oc- 
casion. Nothing less than egotism@in the 
philosophie sense of the word can rationally 
aceount for the universal indifference with 
which the affairs of the Nation were re- 
ceived by the assembled Solons. There 
was barely respectability about the 
occasion, but no solémnity, impressiveness, 
or picturesqueness, Nobody manifested the 
slightest consciousness of responsibility. 
The liberalists and  secularizers could 
have listened to the opening prayers of the 
chaplains and watched their lack of impres- 
sion without apprehending any serious 
encroachment of the Church upon the State 
through the pro forma ceremony. The 
whole scene was humdrum and common- 
place. A study of the men und flowers on 
the floor would have revealed the fact that 
the size and number of bouqnets were as a 
rule in inverse proportion to the importance 
of the persotiages who were favored with 
floral offerings. The most striking incident 
of the day was a consultation immediately in 
front of the Speaker’s desk between the late 
Vice-President of the Confederacy in his in- 
valid-chair and the late commander of the 
Rebel forces with a black band about his 
forehead, as if he had reeently come from 
the battlefield. It might have occurred to a 
castial visitor that such a sight, the excep- 
tional prominence of two such men in the 
high councils of the Nation they had sought 
to destroy, was a novelty in history. But it ex- 
cited no comment, and was not even thought 
of on the floor of the House. 80

alarming. The Board performed a far more 
important service in putting the ship Excel- 
sior under surveillance. This ship escaped 
the negligent Health-Officer of New Orleans, 
and brought into that port five well-developed 
cases of yellow-fever atid a ship-load of cof- 
tee supposed to contain germs of the disease. 
The National Board caused the crew to be 
quarantined and the cargo to be disinfected; 
and it is bélieved this prompt and efficient 
action prévented the spread of the fever. 

The whole cost of the Inspection Service is 
about $60,000 annually. It is worth far more 


‘to the commercial interests of the country 


than it costs. The Cotton Exchange of Mem- 
phis ativises that it should be not merely con- 
tinued, but extended. Tat Tamer sub- 
scribes cordially to this opinion. No duty 
of the Government ean be plainer or more 
imperitivée “than that of séctiring the 
health of the whole country, so far 
as possible, by 4 supervision of the heiltli- 
regulations of States ahd communities.

An 
agreement between the three Powers would 
render a signal service to commerce.

This naturally presents to Congress the ques- 
tion whether the surplus revenue accruing after 
the present year should be applied to the 
further reduction of the public dept, or whether 
taxes now imposed should be repealed or modi- 
fied to the extent of such surplus. The many 


and sudden changes that have heretofore oo- 


curred in the amounts realized from our sys- 
tem of taxation are a sufficient warning that 
revenue should not be surrendered unless it 
satisfactorily appears that the surplus is per- 
manent, and not merely temporary. If the 
taxes imposed by existing laws are not op- 
pressive in their nature, itis perhaps better to 
bear with them than to endanger the ability of 
the Government to meet the current appropria- 
tions and the Sinking Fund. A large portion of 
the surplus of revenue over expenditures is 
caused by the reduction of the rate of interest 
and the payment of the principal of the public 
debt.

RESUMPTION. 

Nothing has occurred since my last annual re- 
port to disturb or embarrass the easy main- 
tenance of specie payments. United States 
notes are readily taken at, var with coin in all 
parts of this country, and in the chief commer- 
cial marts of the world. The balance of coin in 
the Treasury available for their redemption on 
the Ist day of November last was $141,597,013.61, 
and the average during the year has not mate- 
rially varied from that sum. The only noticea- 
ble change in the reserve is the gradual increase 
of silver coin, caused by the coinage of the sil- 


ver dollar and the redemption of fractional sil- 


ver coin, more fully stated hereinafter. 

The amount of notes presented for redemp- 
tion for one year prior to Nov. 1, 1880, was

It is suggested t Congress might define and 
set apart the coin reserve as aspecial fund for 
fedemption purposes. The general available 
balance is now treated as such a fund, but, as 
this balance may, atthe discretion of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, be unduly drawn upon 
for the purchase or payment of bonds, it would 
appear advisable that Congress prescribe the 
maximum and minimum of the fund. 

United States notes are now, in form, security, 
and convenience, the best circulating medium 
known. The objection is made that they are is- 
sued by the Government, and that itis not the 
business of the>Government to furnish paper 
money, but only to coin money. The answer is, 
that the Government had to borrow money, and. 
is stillin debt. The United States note, to the 
extent that it is willingly taken by the people. 
and can, beyond question, be maintained at par 
in coin, is the least burdensome form of debt. 
The loss of interest in maintaining the Resump- 
tion Fund, and the cost of printing and engrav- 
ing the present amount of United States notes 
is less than one-half the interest on an equal 
sum of 4 per cent bonds. The public thus saves 
over $7,000,000 of annual interest, and secures a 
safe and convenient medium of exchange, and 
has the assurance that a sufficient reserve in 
coin will be retained in the Treasury beyond the 
temptation of diminution, such as always at- 
tends reserves held by banks. 

Another objection to the issue of United States 
notes is, that they are made a legal-tender in 
the payment of debts. The question of the con- 
stitutional power of Congress to make them 
such, is one for another branch of the Govern- 
ment. The Secretary of the Treasury is still of 
the opiaion that this quality of legal- tender 
does not add to the usefulness, safety, or circu- 
lation of the United States notes. far as it 
excites distrust and opposition to this form of 
circulating-notes it is a detriment. The fear 
that a withdrawal of this attribute will contract 
the currency is as delusive as was the fear that 
reg umptiou would have a like effect.

STANDARD-SILVER DOLLAR. 

In compliance with the provisions of the act of 
Feb. 28, 1878, during the last tiscal year 24,262,571 
standard ounces of silver bullion, costing $24,- 
972,161 (an average of ‘$2,081,013 per month), were 
purchased, of which 24,005,566 ounces were coined 
into 27,933,750 standard-silver dollars. The total 
coinage of standard-silver dollars since the 
passage ot the act, up to Nov. 1, 1880, has been 
$72,847,750, at which date $47,084,450 were in the 
Treasury. Of the latter amount $19,780,241 were 
represented by outstanding silver certificates, 
the amount in actual circulation at that date be- 
ing $25,763,291. 

Since the passage of that act the Department 
has issued numerous circulars and notices to 
the public, jn which it has offered every induce- 
ment wiel it could under the law to facilitate 
the general distribution and circulation of these 
coins. It has required United States disbursing 
officers to pay them out in payment for salaries 
and for other current obligations, and it has of- 
ferred to place the silver in the hands of the 
people throughout the United States without 
expense for transportation, when sent by ex- 
press, and at an expense for registration-tee 
only when sent by registered mail. 

Notwithstanding these efforts, it is found to 
be difficult to maintain in circulation more than 
35 per cent of the amount coined. While at 
special seasons of the year, and for special pur- 
poses, this coin is in demand, mainly in the 
South. it returns again to the Treasury, and its 
reissue involves an expense for transportation 
at an average rate of one-third of 1 per cent 
each time. Unlike gold coin or United States 
notes, it does not, to the same extent, form a 
part of the permanent circulation, everywhere 
acceptable, and, when flowing into the Treasury, 
easily d out with little .or no cost of trans- 

wtation. The reasons for this popular discrim- 

ation nst the silver dollar are: 

First—It is too bulky for large transactions, 
and its use is confined mainly to payments for 
manual labor and for market purposes or for 
change. The amount needed for these 2 
is already in excess of the probable demand. 

Second—It is known to contain a quantity of 
silver of less market value than the gold In gold 
coin. This fact would not impair the circulation 
of such limited amount as experience shows to 
be convenient for use, but it does prevent

Now that they are redeemabie 
n coin there is no temptation for overissue. 
These objections will. no doubt, in due time 
receive the careful consideration of Congress, 
and any practical difficulties in maintaining re- 
sumption will be met by new legislation.

COINS AND COINAGE: 

The coinage executed at the mints during the 
fiscal year has exceeded in value that of any 
previous. year since the organization of the 
Government. Its total amount, not including 
the minor coinage, was $84,100,172, of which it 
it estimated $62,000,000 was probably from do- 


age of the silver dollar was to secure for the 
people of the United States the benefits of a bi- 
metallic standard of value. It was forcibly 
urged that to demonetize silver wquld increase 
the burthen of debts, and rest the value of all 
property upon the quantity on hand of a singie 
metal. It was not the intention of the framers * 
of the act to demonetize gold. but to maintain: 
both gold and silver as standards of value. 
This bas been done for thousands of years; but 
only. by adopting, as nearly as possible, the rela- 
tive market value of the two metals as the ratio 
for coinage, and by changing the ratio adopted 
whenever for a period of years it was demon- 
strated that the market value had changed. 
The United States has conformed to this custom 
of civilized nations, and the Constitution recog- 
nized it by authorizing Congress to coin money,

to fifteen ounces of silver; and on the 28th of 
June, 18%, it changed the ratio to one ounce of 
gold to sixteen ounces of silver.

COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 
The records of the Register of the Treasury 
show that the total tonnage of vessels of the 
United States, atthe close of the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1880, was 4,068,034. Of this amount 
1,352,810 tons were comprised in 2,376 vessels reg- 
istered for the foreign trade, and 2, tons 
in 22,334 vessels enrolled and licensed for the 
coasting trade and fisheries. There has beena 
decrease of 138,723 tons in vessels employed in 
the foreign trade, and a decrease of 351 tons 
in such as were engaged in the domestic trade. 
vessels built during the last fiscal year, 
with their tonnage, are exhibited in the follow- 
ing table:

TRADE IN AMERICAN AND FOR- 
, EIGN BOTTOMS, 

The total tonnage of vessels entered at sea- 
board ports from foreign countries was 13,768,- 
137 tons during the year ended June 30, 1879, and 
16,240,534 tons during the last fiscal year, show- 
ing an increase of 1,472,397 tons, or about 10% 
percent. The American tonnage entered ex- 
hibited an increase of only 78,631 tons, or 244 per 
cent, while the foreign showed an increase of 
1,393,766 or about 13 per cent. The tonnage 
in these cases is computed on the basis.of the 
number of entries of vessels and not on the 
number of vessels, and is restricted to the sea- 
board ports. Of the merchandise brought in at 
seaboard, lake, and river ports during the last 
fiscal year, an amount of the value of $149,317,- 
368 was imported in American vessels, and §503,- 
494,913 in foreign; of the exsorts of merchandise 
an amount of the value of $109,028,5600 was 
shipped in American and $720,770,521 in foreign 
vessels. Of the combined imports and exports 
of merchandise. 17 per cent only of the total val- 
ue was conveyed in American vessels. 

In over 75 per cent of the total value of 
the imports and exports was carried in Ameri- 
can vessels, while last year but 17 percent was 
carried in such vessels, though the total volume 
of commerce has risen froma value of 8724. 
000,000 to over 81.500, 000,000. 

The disproportion between the commodities 
carried in American and those carried in foreign 
vessels still continues, and is even greater than 
dur the fiscai year 1879, the amount of mer- 
chandise transported, in our vessels during the 

fiscal year 1880, estimated on the basis of value, 
2 r cut less than that transported dur- 
ing ormer year. 

é foreign carrying-trade in American bot- 
toms is more than 50 per cent less than it has 
been or than it might be, and if it is desirable to 
save to. the country the annual freigutage on 
merchandise of the value of twelve hundred 
millions of doliars, the only course to reach that 
result would seem tobe to increase our regis- 
tered shipping. But while the ordi demand 
for increased causes no annual increase 
in the building of vessels, the only method 
available, asa measure of public policy, of ef- 
such an increase is either to allow 
American citizens the priv tines of purchasing 
vessels of foreign build,to give a bounty on 
home-built vessels, or to await the increase of 
American-built vessels and their tardy substi- 
tution in the foreign trade for those of other na- 
tionalities. Doubtless the number of vessels of 
home- build will be adequate in time to take up 
the freightage lost to American bottoms in con- 
sequence of the War of the Rebellion. At pres- 
ent, however, the demand for vessels to carry.on 
our immense import and export trade does not 
seem to so stimulate the ship-building industry 
as to prevent an annual decrease in the number 
of ships built. The present facilities for freight- 
ing in foreign vessels appear to be a greater dis- 
couragement to that industry than would be the 
privilege of purchasing such vessels.

PREVENTION OF COLLISIONS AT 
SEA. 

In 1864 Congress established certain rules and 
regulations for preventing collisions on the 
water which. are still in force. The principal 
maritime nations of the world have recently 
concurred in adopting a new code of regulations 
for the same purpose. These regulations went 
into operation on the Ist of September last. 
In many points they differ materially from 
those adopted in 1864 which govern our own 
mercantile and naval marine. The result is, 
that our vessels are subject, in certain cgn- 


tingencies, to one set of rules for navigation in 
foreign waters and to different ones when sail- 
ing in our own. In cases of collision according- 
ly, they are subject to abilities, which vary 
with the waters in which they are employed, 
most foreign maritime courts conforming in 
their decrees to the new regulations, while our 
own adhere to the regulations of 1561. 

I would recommend that this uncertain status 
of our vessels be removed by the prompt accept- 
ance oY statute of the regulations already 

adopted by other nations, leaving the correction 

or amendment of the regulations to interna- 
tional arrangement if Congress should consider 
such amendment imperatively required, 


8 INTERNAL COMMERCE. 

The reports of tonnage moved on the principal 
trunk-railroad lines of the country, and the more 
recent data in regard to traffic on inland water 
lines and coastwise upon the ocean, indicate 
that the internal commerce of the United States 
has rapidly increased during the past year. 
Railroads now constitute the principal avenues 
of our internal trade. The truſhe over the four 
east and west trunk lines greatly exceeds in 
value both the commerce of the Mississipi 
River and its tributaries and the commerce on 
the Great Lakes. : 

Through the facilities afforded for continuous 
traffic by means of combinations entered into 
between connecting railroads and between rail- 
roads and ocean-steamer lines at the principal 
seaports of the country, the interior citieagre 
now able to carry ona direct trade not only 
with ali parts of the country, but are also able 
to engage in direct foreign commerce, both as 
to the exportation of American products to 
other countries and to the importation of for- 
eign merchandise into the United States. 


Through these facilities all the principal cities 
of the country have been brought into direct 


‘competition with each other. The sphere of the 


commercial operations of each city has been 
greatly extended, While competition has be- 
sharper and profits have n 
a narrower margin. e 
varied productions industries 
the different States and sections of our coun- 
try present * 2 favorable conditions for the 
development of internal trade. Already our in- 
ternal commerce many times ex in value 
our foreign commerce. Its rapidly increasing 
im seems to justify a more liberal a

TRIBUNAL FOR THE TRIAL OF REV - 
ENUE CASES. 

About two-thirds of the customs business of 
the country is transacted at the Port of New 
York. The multiplicity of suits growing out of 
the vast amount of business constantly crowds 
the dockets of the courts so that there is great 
delay in the decision of cases. © speedy de- 
cision of custom cases is of great importance 
both to the Government and to the importers, 
and great eurbarrasment ensues in the adminis- 
tration of the custonis laws from,the usual delay 
of three or four years before a final decision 
can be reached. 

The — renews his recommendation 
that u special tribunal be created by law for the 
trial of customs-revenue cases at the Port of 
New York. 

He also repeats his recommendation that the 


Secretary of the Treasury be authorized, in 


cases of variance between the appraised value, 
or classification for duty, or similar merchandise

BUREAU OF ENGRAVING AND 
PRINTING. 

During the year the building for the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, authorized by the 
actof June 20, 1878, has been completed, and 
the Bureau has been removed from the Treasury 
Department building, without occasioning any 
material delay in its business, and successfully 
established in its new quarters. 

The Bureau now has superior facilities for 
executing the work pertaining to it: and, as it 
has been demonstrated that such work can be 
executed therein more safely and more econom- 
ically, all things considered, than elsewhere, the 
necessary steps have been taken to have all the 
work of engrav and plate-printing required 
by the Treasury ment to be performed in 
the Bureau.

PRINTING INTERNAL-REVENUE 
: STAMPS. 

In making the appropriation for “ dies, paper, 
and stamps forthe present fiscal year, Con- 
gress required that the engraving and printing 
of internal-revenue stamps should be done in 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing of the 
Treasury Department, provided the cost did not 
exceed the price paid under existing contracts. 
In accordance. with this requirement, an 
estimate was procured from the Bureau 
for the printing of certain internal- 
revenue stamps, then being done under 
contract with the American Bank-Note Com- 
2 of New York, and, as the rates proposed 
n the estimate ap to be lower than those 
— to the Company, the contract with the 

mpany was annulled as soon as practicable, 
and, in the month of October, the printing of 


‘the stamps was transferred to the Bureau of 


Eugraving and Priatmg. where it is now being 
done with advantage to the Government. 


DISTINCTIVE PAPER. 

The new distinctive paper, the adoption and 
manufacture of which was mentioned in the 
last annual report, has been used for printing 
notes, certificates, checks, and other obligations 
since January last, and has been found to an- 
swer the requirements of the Government in 
all respects. It is believed that the special 
features of this paper will afford increased pro- 
tection against counterfeiting, while its supe- 
rior quality, and consequent longer life while in 
circulation, renders its adoption a measure of 
economy as well as safety. 

It is estimated that the saving on account of 
the reduction in its price below that paid for 
the paper heretofore used will be not less than 
$50, for the present fiscal year. If a large 
supply of paper should be uired for an issue 
of bonds during the year the saving will be 
correspondingly greater.

LIGHTHOUSE ESTABLISHMENT. 

The Lighthouse Establishment continues in 
its usual satisfactory condition. During the 
fiscal year it has put into operation twenty-five 
new lighthouses, eighty-two new river-lights, 
one fog-signal, eleven new automatic whistiing- 
buoys, and fifteen new buoys of the ordinary 
kind. It has discontinued eight lights, which 
were no longer needed, and has changed the 
characteristics of twelve others, so that they 
will be more useful than heretofore to commerce 
and navigation. | 

The Board has continued the work of chang- 
ing the burners of the smaller lights in the sev- 
eral lighthoudge districts, so as to substitute min- 
eral-oil for lard-oil as an illuminant, until min- 
eral-oil is now used in all its lights, with the ex- 
ception of about 125 of the first, second, and 
third orders. The Board has also, by careful 
and long-continued experiment, been enabled 
to use mineral-oil as an illuminant on light- 
ships and in screw-pile lighthouses, as it is be- 
lieved, without danger to these isolated stations. 
In so doing it bas, in each instance, increased 
the power of the light, while it has at the same 
time decreased its cost. 

The Board has continued its experiments with 
the electric light as faras was possible in the 
Laboratory. It will be unable to determine its 

ractical value until it has a working-test in a 
ighthouse. It hasagain submitted an estimate 
for this purpose, which is commended to the at- 
tention of Congress. 

The curious and interesting experiments of 
the Board, to ascertairr the laws of sound when 
acting through fog and snow, have been con- 
tinued, and seem to be tending to practical re- 
sults of importance to commerce. 


COAST AND GEODETIC SURVEY. 

In the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the work 
of its several branches has advanced steadily. 
For public uses essential in engineering and in 
local development generally, information is 
gathered by a comprehensive system, which 
gives results of great exactness. Relative posi- 
tions along the coast and on the Continent are 
ascertained by final measurements. Permanent 
dangers to navigation are carefully marked on 
the charts of the Survey, as well as their rela- 
tion to lighthouses, buoys, beacons, and sailing- 
lines. The publication of a third volume of 
the Atlantic Coast Pilot, with sailing direc- 
tions and descriptions of the local dangers, 
is in progress, and good advance has been 
made in a compilation of the same kind for the 
Pacific coast. For the wrincipal ports of the 
Eastern ane Western coasts of the United States, 
tide-tables are computed one year in advance, 
and printed for the use of navigators. All the 
a of the survey are in great request.

Of upwards of 18,000 points determined in lati- 
tude and longitude along the coast, and in parts 
of the interior, the intervening distances and 
bear of the junction-lines are recorded in 
the 0 „ With descriptions of the ground- 
marks; and thus, what was indispensable for 
the coast development avails for State surveys. 
The requisitions for such data increase in num- 
ber yearly. The annnal reports of the survey 
show that the Eugineer department, the Light- 
house Board, Harbor Commissioners, and State 
authorities have drawn largely from this source 
for information necessary in connection with 
proposed improvements.

LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 

The past year appears to have. been remark- 
able in the operations of the Lifg-Savihg Serv- 
ice. The season was marked by numerous 
storms of great severity, resulting in disaster to 
a larger number of vessels on our shores than in 
any previous year since. the organization of the 
service, and severely test the ability and 
fidelity of its crews, and the methods employed 
for the saving of life. The gales upon the lakes 
were especially violent, the eonsequent casual- 
ties to shipping within the reach of this service 
being 136, but of the 907 lives endangered in these 


disasters only a single one was fost. 

On the Atlantic coast, also, ‘the storms were 
very destructive to shipp The number of 
lives imperiled in diggsters within reach of the 
service was 1,049, of 4 only eight were lost. 

The whole number of disasters to vessels dur- 
ing the year, reported by the district officers, is 
o. The number of persons on board these 
vesseis was 1,980, of whom 1,980 were saved and 
nine lost. Succor was given at the statons to 
450 persons. The number of days’ relief af- 
forded was 1200. The estimated value of 2 
erty involved was 83,811. 708, ot which 82.619.807 
was saved and $1,191,901 was lost. The number 
of vessels totally lost was sixty-seven. 

t be proper to call ial attention to 
the loss of six men of the créw at the Point aux 
Barques Station, a crew distinguished for many 
brilliant rescues, the membersof which, after 
having this year saved nearly a hundred lives, 
all rished except one in a gallant effort to 
reach a distressed vessel. 

Six new stations have been completed and put 
in operation during the year upon the Guif 
coast, involving the organization* of a new life- 
saving district, designated the Eighth. For the 
remaining stations authorized by Congress to 
be erected oe and spevitications are ready, 
— they will be constructed as soon as practica- 

le, : 

The advance of wages in some localities ren- 
ders it difficult to regain, in the service the 
trained men who now render it so efficient, and 
who cannot easily be replaced. It is recom- 
mended, therefore, that the General Superin- 
tendent be allowed to fix "e compensation ot 
the surfmen employed at the several stations 
within defined limits. 

Attention is invited to the recommendations 
of the Superintendent, in his annual report, in 
relation to increasing the number of stations, to 
supplying draft horses for, stations where they 
cannot be readily obtained for emergencies, for 


the employment of an additional man in each | 


crew, and for additional apparatus at the sta- 
tions. A bill, in which provision is made for 
most of these objects, is now pending, and de- 
serves the attention of Congress. 

It is worthy of remark that the successes of 
the service have, duri the past year, excited 
attention abroad, and t the Department has 
been solicited for aid in introducing the Ameri- 
can system into foreign countries. 


NATIONAB BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The National Board of Health has submitted 
to the Secretary of the Treasury its anuual re- 
port of operations for transmission to Congress, 
according to the requirenient of 1 1 act of June 
8, 1879. 

It appears that the expenditures of the Board 
for the year ended Sept. 30, 1880, amounted to 
$266,762.16. While the act provides that the ap- 
propriation made by said act shall be disbursed 
under the direction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, on estimates made bythe National 
Board of Health, to be approved by him, no fur- 
ther duty devolves upou the S@gretary as tosuch 
disbursements than to decide whether the requi- 
sitions made by the Board are for purposes 
within the provisions of law making the appro- 
priation. large proportion of the amount ex- 
pended appears to have beea used by the Board 
under Sec. 8 of said. act, in codperating 
with and aiding State and Municipal Boards of 
Health in the execution and enforcement of the 
rules and regulations of such Boards to prevent 
the introduction of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases into the United States from foreign coun- 
tries or into one State from another. 

The several amounts for these and momen gee 
— and for the general expenditures of the 

board having been drawn by the Board upon 
requisitions specifying in general the legal and 
proper purposes for which the funds were to be 
used, neither the Secretary nor the accounting 
otlicers of the Treasury have deemed it their 
duty to exercise any supervision over the de- 
tails of the various expenditures of the amounts 
thus drawn from the Treasury. The Secretary 
has no reason to believe, however, that the funds 
have not been properly expended. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Tne Supervising Architect reports the progress 
of work on the public buildings as generally sat- 
isfactory, but, in several instances, suspension 
of work has been caused by insufficient appro- 


priations. w 
It appears that twenty-one buildings are now 
in process of construction, of which nine are 
approaching Completion. The estimated amount 
of the appropriations available for their com- 
pletion is $217,000. The buildings in the Cities of 
Albany. N. T., Boston, Cincinnati, New York 
(barge office), Philade’phia, St. Louis, and To- 
ska, are so advanced that it is estimated that a 
urther appropriation of $3,700,000 will complete 
them. Comparatively little progress has been 
made on the remaining buildings. 
It is respectfully recommended that Congress, 
having fixed upon such an amount as it ma 
deem best to ek pend on public buildings, shall, 


out of that sum, ir. chor sufficient to com- 
plete the nine buil above referred to, and 


make liberal appropriations for the work on the 
buildings in the cities named. It is also recom- 
mended that, in authorizing the erection of new 
buildings, consideration be given only to those 
in localities where the rental paid for accommo- 
dations for Government offices represents a fair 

reent on the cost of the construction of 
suitable buildings. It would seem to be better, 
and it is certainly more economical, to appro- 
priate freely for buildings in process of con- 
struction than to commence too great a num 
ber for the amount appropriated.

Architect will furuvish full details of the prog- 
ress made in the dDuildings bow in process of 
erection.

STEAMBOAT INSPECTION. 

During the past year 4,536 steam-vessels have 
been inspected, of an aggregate tonhage of 
1,121,808 tons, and licenses have been issued to 
16,661 officers,—au increase over last year of 248 
vessels, of 29,454 tons, and of 1,449 officers. 

The total receipts from the inspection of ves- 
sels and licensing of officers were $282,468.96, and 
the total disbursements for salaries and travel- 
ing and other expenses were $212,849.88, leaving 
a surplus of receipts over expenditures of 
$69,619.08, 

There were carried during the year some 
220,000,000 passengers, of which number 103 lost 
their lives by various casualties. 

The Board of Supervising Inspectors, at its 
meeting in January last, adopted a rule relative 
to the examination of pilots for color- blindness, 
which requires that, before grauting or renew- 
i a’ Hense to any person to act as a pilot, In- 
spectors shall satisfy themselves that the appli- 
cant cun — istinguish the colored lights 
used as signals on steam-vessels. To carry this 
rule into effect, it was deemed advisable that 
such examinations should be made by the Sur- 
geons of the Marine-Huspital Service, and free 
of — 

Considerable opposition to this rule was at 
first manifested, but as every pilot wno sitecess- 
fully passed the required examination became 
its advocate, its opponents now consist of a por- 
tion only of the rejected applicants, some, even 
of these, admitting its propriety and their own 
defective vision in regard to colors. 

It is believed that the rule referred to will have 
a tendency to decrease night-collisions between 
steamers and other vessels. 

The Supervismg inspector-General, in his an- 
nual report, suggests several amendments to the 
Steamboat laws, deemed by him necessary to 
further increase their efficiency, which are com- 
mended to the considera tion of Congress. 


ALASKA. 

In the last report of this Department attention 
was called to the necessity of establishing some 
form of government for Alaska. A form of bill 
to accomplish this end wus subsequently pre- 
pared in this Department and transmitted to the 
House of Representatives for consideration, but 
thus far no final action on the subject has been 
taken. The adoption of sume simple form ot 
government to protect persons and property, to 
provide for the record of wills and transfers of 
property, and, possibly, to extend the laws of the 
United States over the main-land, would en- 
courage immigration ,and tend to develop the 
resources of the Territory. A peaceful condi- 
tion of affairs has, however, prevailed in Alaska 
during the past year, ow largely to the 
presence of a naval vessel at Sitka, and the 
cruise, alre referred to, of the revenue-cut- 
ter Corwin to its northern and western waters. 
The inhabitants, except those of the Seal 
Islands, depend toa large extent for a livelihood 

the truth in furs obtained from the sea- 
rand other valuable tur-bearing animals;

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The net expenditures on account of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for the fiscal’ year 1880, were 
$3,272,384.63. The revenues deposited in the 
Treasury for the same period were 51.809. 469. 70. 

From Dec. 1, 1879, to June 30, 1880, the bonded 
indebtedness has been reduced, by operation of 
the sinking-fund, $200,423.33; and the annual in- 
terest-charge upon the District debt has been 
reduced $8,827.66. Since the offices of the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking-Fund of the District 
of Columbia were abolished, and their duties and 

wers transferred to the Treasurer of the 
ulted States by the act of Congress of Juhe 11. 


1878, the principal of the funded debt has been 
reduded 18.750, and a interest-charge 


has been reduced $38,981.77. 

Under existing law the sinking-fund of the 
3.65 loan of the District must be invested in 
bonds of that loan which do not mature until 
Aug. 1, 1924; while District bonds bearing bigher 
rates of interest, in which investments can more 
profitably be made, mature at earlier dates, from 
time to time. It is recommended, therefore, that 
authority of law be given for the investment of 
that sinking-fund in any bonds of the District 


of Columbia.

PUBLIC SERVICE. 

In closing his annual report the Secretary 
takes pleasure in bearing testimony to the gen- 
eral fidelity and ability of the officers and em- 
ployés of this Department. Asa rule they have 
by experience and attencion to duty become al- 
most indispensable to the pubhe.service. The 
larger portion of them have been in the Depart- 
ment more than ten years, and several have 
risen by their efficiency from the lowest-grade 
clerks to high positions. In some cases their 
duties are technical and difficult, requiring the 
utmost accuracy; in others, they must be trusted 
with great sums, where the slightest ground for 
suspicion would involve their ruin; in others, 
they must act judicially upon legal questions 
affecting large private and public interests, as 
to which their decisions are practically final. It 
is a just subject ot. congratulation that during 


the last year there has been among these officers 


no instance of fraud, defalcation, or gross 
neglect of duty. The Department is a well-or- 
ganized and well-conducted ‘business office, de- 
pending mainly for its success upon the integri- 
ty and fidelity of the heads of bureaus and chiefs 
of divisions. The “pig — A 
deemed it both wise an ust to retain 

ward the services of tried and faithful officers 
and clerks. 

During the last twenty years the business of 
this Department has been greatly increased, and 
its efficiency ahd stability greatly improved. 
This improvement is due to fhe continuance 
during that period of the same geveral policy, 
and the consequent absence of sweeping changes 
in the public service; to the fostering of . merit 
by the retention and promotion of train and 
capable men, and to the wth of the whole- 
some conviction in all quarters that training, 
less than intelligence, is indispensable to 4 
service. Great barm would come to the public 
interests should the fruits of this experience be 
lost, by whatever means the loss occurred. To 
protect not only the public service but the peo- 
ple from such a disaster, the Secretary renews 
the recommendation made in a former report, 
that provision be made for a tenure of office for 
a fixed period, for removal @only for cause, and 
for some increase of pay for long and faithful

Money was as high as 1-16 per. cent premium, 
afterward selling to 1-82 and to 6 per cent.
